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DETAILED ACTION 
The amendment filed 11/14/05 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance. 
The rejections under 35 USC 112 are overcome. 

The traverse of the rejection under 35 USC 103 is unpersuasive. Applicants state 
that the adamantyl group is "variously substituted", and point to e.g. Figure 1A as showing 
various substituents and say that their substitutions are "much more than 'a methyl group 
stuck on m . This is all true, applicants do provide more than just the methyl group, but the 
list of various substituents does include the methyl group, and the claims do not require 
any more than the methyl group. That is, the claims do read on having just an adamantyl 
substituted by one methyl group. It is those compounds which are structurally obvious, not 
the ones which have the various other choices. With regard to the structural obviousness of 
compounds with just an additional methyl group, that was covered previously with the long 
list of cases which have established that such a change is obvious. This is by now a settled 
point of law.
